In dispussing, two weeké ago, the probable
result of the ndoption of the smendment by the
Bouthern States, we expiessed our beliel that
whatever the feellngs of individual members of
Congress, or of the more radioal membars of the
Republican party ont of doors might be, the
expectations of the country, and the general
understanding of the mattor by the South, wers
fuch thut it woald be found impossible in
praciice to deny admission to loyal members
from States which had formally complied with
the requirements of Congress. Congress, it is
irtig, 12 not bound to anything; but It wonll,
nevertheless, disappoint a majority of those who
are now supporting it, if, alter the Sputh had
freely nccepted the amendment, it wers sud
denly 1o anvounce that it was still not satistied,
and thatits lost word had still to be spoken; and
it would wore than disappoint them if it had no
betier excuse for' not having spyken out its
whole mind lust session than its own indecision
or tmidity, or waut of conlidence in the
reople.

Tue sangaine lemperament
croated by a ceutury of private and public
prosperity, and wnich gives a buoyaney to the
American cnaracier that tne leds fortunate
Luropean, whose greatest und most slirring
truditions are .hose ol unsuccessful batéles with
fortune, can bardly anoerstand, have rendered
us reluctant irom the very outset of the strug-
gle with the South to do more than provide for
ench day ns st came. The founders of the
Republic hoped that slavery would die out;
thewr sons boped that it would beshut up by
*isothermal lues,"” and that Providence would
in some way or other take it in hand; their
grandsous hopeid fhey would exuingnish it by
preventing s fuither spread. iqnnn when
gecession bezan we all hoped the secoders
would come back; hopid they would not ht;
hoped, it they did fight, tbhey would not ght
nore than ninety days, All through the war
each ol our victorics was 4 ‘‘crusher,” We
“broke ihe backbone ol the Rebellion,” or
“plled the Kebels with griet and dismay” about
once a mo'::th.
Since the peace we have been equally san-
guine, We iondly beliened that Lﬂcqflaurg;nder
was the end of ull trouble. How many saga-
c1ous men set themselves to believe and to per-
sunae others that Andrew Johuson was raised
up 10 do the work which bad to be dope. hut
for which Mr, Lincoln would have been un-
iited? Ana how “geﬂﬁ we all tried, during
the earlier months of his administration, to
look upou the good mun's silence as proof of
his prolundity, and on his queer speeches as
stratagems Intended to confound the enemy !

‘There 1s some danger that this hopeful dispo-

sition may now render the amendment a snare
and delusion to a great many teader souls.
1here are thousands upon thousynds who do not
occupy themselves ordinarily very muech with
politics, though always ready to do their duty,
who see bebhind the adoption of the amendment
guch a time of peace and good-will as this gene-
ration, at lesst, has never known, There is to
be 0 grana ruv(ui of the dry goods and cheap
carringe business at the South; the neerves are,
somehow or other, to get into their proper
pluce; the agitators are all to go bome and
ralse cabbuges or peddle popped-corn on the
traings; and the radical newspapers will have to
ofler iree board and lodgiug (0 secure sub-
coribers, There 18 1o be a general renewal of
social relations with the Bouth, and there is to
be general howlirg snd gonshing of teetn
amongst the envious and matignant European
aristoorats.
Nobody who watches the tendeney of the
times, however, can help seemg that the arrange-
ment made by the amendment, t:{ which the
Boutbera whites are allowed to deny negroes
political rights as long as they (the whites) are
willing 1o have them excladed from the basis of
representation, will really settle very Hitle. It
will close that phase of the contest on which we
entered when the war broke out, in which foree
was substituted for argument and invective,
The adoption of the amendment by the South in
good faith, combined with even a moderate
abstinence from violence and rowdyism, will
doubtless restore the ulur operation of law
all over the Union, and place the revolled
Siates in normal relations with the rest of the
countiy. Butl it will not restore harmony be-
tween the two eections, It will not clese the
agitation at the Nortn aboul the coodition of
the Bouthern negroes, that perennisl fountain
of bit erness by whbich Southerners were, or
rolessed to be, 50 maddencd, 1t will not silence
Ewndvll Philiips, or even men tenfold more
moderate than Wendoll Philbps, It will not
put an #ud to Northern atiempls to Interfere
with “S8outhern institutions.” It will not close
that I serles of mesaults on the doctrine of
State independence which began with the anti-
sluvery agiiation, and which conservatives ﬂnrt'-
diet will culminaie before long in the establish-
ment of o centinlized government,

And the resson is ai:npl{lthis. that ideas of
natural justice snd right have so thoroughly
permeated politice In all civilized countmes
that no conventional arrapgement, whether
treaty, enactment or constiiution, can prevent
men irom declaiming against what they consi-
der wrong or unjust, whether it concerne them-
selves or not, This 1s one of the most striking
characteristics of our age, and ull abuses are
slowly golng dowo betore it. The condition of
Polsnd bas been of no sort of material conse-
quence to the rest of the world for the last eon-

A Warning Volce.

At the grave of Abpaham Lincoln the South-
ern loyalists have jissuéd an adiress to the
people of the United States,
These noble men, since thelr Convention at
Philadelpbia, have visited the ohief Northern
clvies, by whose cltizens they have everywhere
beéen recelved with an enthusissm commensir-
rate with their loyalty to the Unfon and their
sacrifices In its defense. A tribute of popular
good-will was eminently due lo these cou-
rageous Southerners, who, in the days of the
nation’s trial, stood faithful among the faith-
less, Their personal story, with its incidents of
persecotion, threats, house-burnings, insults—
all endured on account of their devotion to the
republic—has the interest of a romance of
knighthood. But, with 8 modesty which char-
acterized the truest courage, they have re-
irained from muluinr a pariade ot their suifer-
lugs—lest, perhaps, in 50 dolog, they should too
closely intrench upon the necunnr prerogative
ol their fellow-SBoutherner, but not fellow loy-
alist, the President ot the United Bintes, Omit-
ting from this address any mention of their
private griels, they spenk only of the public
situnation.

The Maryland Troubles.

The trouble in Baltimore i= not ol recent
origin. It began with the Rebellion, and dates
88 far baek as the sprint of 1861, when the
Rebels of Bultimore fired upon a Mussachuserts
regiment marching to the delense of Washing
ton. A large number of the people of Maryland
were Rebels, and Maryland regiments fought
in the ranks of Lee and Johnston. Fortu-
nately, the geographical position of the Stale
placed it, from the first, under the protection
of the Government, and the cournge of its loyal
people prevented it from being dragged into
secession,  After the war, In self-protection
and simple justice, the loyal men of Maryland

amended the Btate Constitution to prevent re-
turned Rebes from voting, aud by n strict rogis-
try law they have thus far succeeded in saviog
the Swate from the ruleof its worst enemies,
Since Andrew Johnson miosled the policy of
Ylnclng the whole South under the rale of the
tebel iepders, the men who sympathized with and
nided the Rebelllon in Muryland have made n
bold effort to regain the power they had for-
feitea b{ treason, and Governor Swann, clected
88 & Union man in 1864, has done hiz best (o
sustain i,

Baltimore, the hendquarters of all the Rebels
north of Richmond, was the point of atiack.
The inws of the State, strictly enforced by the
Polire Commissioners, ennbled only Unlon men
to vote, and at all the recent elections, including
that of Governor Swann, thousands of known
Revels were distranchised. So Jong as the Po-
lice Oommissioners remained in office it was
certuin that the laws wounld be honestly admin-
ietered, apd that the barriers ereeted by the
loyal community for its protection would not be
broken down or evaded by the men who sought
1o jom Maryland to the Confederacy. This did
noi sult Governor Swann, whose changs ot
politics compelled him to depend on Rebel
votes for pohtical advancement. He deter-
mined to remove the Commissioners and replace
them with men less devoled |

Wwhich have been inyestigated before the Gov-
ernor at Annapolis, and upon which e bas re-
moved the Commissioners,

We have carfully examined the evidence on
the side of the Governor, and compared it with
that for the defense, and cuannot =ee how any
respectable lawyer could conscicntionsly say
that the charges had been pruved. The wit-
nesses for the prosecutiom, of whom sixty-six
were summoned, testiffied that oul{ radical
judges of electionz were appointed in certain
Wards; that in some caces there were no boxes
used Lo deposit rejected voles, to preserve them
for future adjudication; that legal votes were
refused; that the police foree was used to in-
timidate voters by violence; that Commissloner
Woud had been scen drunk in the streets: in
short, that the recent clection was illegally
and unjustly conducted. Kvery particle of this
testimony—so far as the charges against the
Commissioners arc sustained by 1t—has beea re-
butted by the evidence for the defense,

It is troe, no doubt, thac there were abuses
and Ywregularities at the polls, for these are in-
evitaple in all large cities, butr it has not been
shown that in a smgle instance the Commis-
sioners were responsible. They, on the oon-
trary, appear to have done all in their power to
seonie g lull and fair and legal vote, without
respect to party interests; the good character
ot the Judges ol Elections was fully proved, and
their “sudicallem” seems to mean that they
weie Union men, snd not’ Rebel sympathizers:
the baliot-boxes were proven to be those alwuys
in ure, and used in the election ot Governor
siwann in 1864; in several cases the use of rejected
boxes was proved when witnesses for the prosecu-
t‘on had sworn they saw none; the respectabilivy
ot the speclal police wus established; the charge
ol druukenness against Commissioner Wood fell
12 the ground, and is not even cited in the Goy-
ernor's decision; while in many cases the wit-
neeses for the proseoution were proven to be
men of immoral charscter, graduates of the

rizon, or candidates for its honors. The oredi-
Eiht}- of the main points of the westimony in
suppurt of the charges is destroyed by the over-
whelming evidenoe in behalt of the accused, As
an intance of the manner in which the Com-
missioners conducted thic election, we quote the
ingirictions of Marshal Carmichael to the polics
force, The evidence shows that they were faith-
fully obgerved ;—
